‘of Commons on June 3. The sub-| 


ject of first discusston was Clause 
6,'which embodies Budget conces- 
gions in the taxation of motor: 
cycles and ‘heavy motor-vehicles. 
The matter was debated at great 
length by the Opposition. 

It was argued that the: conces- 
sions should be ‘ operative from 
January 1 last, instead of from 
July 1,: on the ground that 
the Jate Government had intended 
to make these concessions last year, 
but were prevented from doing so 
by ‘the general olection. 

Mr. Churchill said the clause 
was one of several odds ‘and ends 
of proposed legislation which the 
Labour Government found when 
they came into office. The new 
Ministers might very well havo 
passed them at once, but the Prime 
Minister, with an Imperial gesture, 
swept them aside: with a new 
broom as unworthy of, notice.

CHEMISTS ENTIFLED TO OWN 
DISCOVERY. 


PATENT FOR SCIENTISTS. 
mae ; { 
Manila, July 10. 

President ‘Palma this morning 
informed Dr. Amandd Clemente 
and Miss Bendana, of the chemistry 
department of the University of the 
Philippines, that they could secure 
a patent for thelr new process for 
decolourising coconut oil in their 
own names, 

The announcement of President 
Palma dispelled all ‘ conjectures 
‘hitherto entertained in the Uni- 
versity since the announcement of 
the new discovery was first ‘re- 
ported in The Herald a month ago, 
It was hinted that because the 
discovery was made under the ins- 
titution’s auspices, patent for it 
might as wel] be obtained in the 
university’s name. — 

President Palma, however, be- 
lieves in encouraging research 
among members of, the faculty. 
Hence, he has told the two U.S. 
chemists to apply patent for their 
process, in their own names, 

.The decolourising process dis- 
covered by Dr, Clemente and Miss 
Bendana, which transforms coco- 
nut ofl into a water-white Mquid 
by using ordinary charcoal as base 
material, is expected to revolution- 
ize coconut oll ‘manufacture in 
this country. Its application will 
batter. down the’ contention of 
American dairy Interests ‘that 
Philippine coconut ‘oil is, manufac- 
tured ‘under inganitary and un- 
hygienic surroundings, it is also 
believed.—Philippines ‘Herald.

AMERICAN MEMORIAL 
FOR LONDON. 


‘Negotiations for Naval 
‘Monument, 


¥ 


London will have an American 
Naval: War Memorial In the near 
future if negotiations, which are 
now being made by* the United 
States Embassy, are brought to a 
suecessful cotclusions : 

The proposal was first advane- 
ed several months agd by the Em- 
bassy on behalf of the United 
States Battle Monuments Cammis- 
sion, who afe putting into opera- 
tion -a general scheme of com- 
memoration of the part played by 
the United States Navy in the 
War. } 

A suggestion ‘has also been ad- 
vaneed, it is understood, that 
similar memorials should be erect- 
ed in the princfpal British naval 
ports, cay. 

Various British Government: de- 
partments have been approached 
by the Amerienn Embassy with 
the object of finding a suitable 
site for the London memorial, and 
n provisional agreement was in 
fret, reached that if should stand 
on the south side of the Thames 
adjacent to the improvements con- 
templated in the Charing Cross 
Bridge scheme. The rejection of 
the scheme has, however, placed 
the matter tempararily in abeyance. 

Although -every assistance has

‘DRAMA OF THE 
“SAHARA. 


Would-Be Emperor 
Shot. 


MAD OFFICER. 


. At last the fell and thrilling 
story of an African desert drama 
_ of over 30 years ago can be told, 
says n Paris message of mail week, 
Tt concerns “an Empire of the 
Sahara” and clears up what was 
once an official riddle of the sands. 
Though not properly understood 
at the time, its beginnings created 
“a lively sensation, und caused the 
resignation of the’ French War 
Minister. 

Now the full narrative has been 
revealed, forthe first time, by 
General Jodlland (an eye-witness 
of the alfair), in a secture at 
Lorient, ; 

In July, 189, Captains Voulet 
and Chansine, of the French 
Colonial army, lost their lives in 
mysterious circumstances on the 
Chad Road, North of Nigeria. 

They were at the head of an 
expedition sent out to reconnoltire 
the country eastwards from the 
Niger bend towards Lake Chad. 

Their mission included Lieuten- 
ants Pallier and Joaland. 

(The latter is now Gen. Joalland, 
who has just wttired, and who is 
the lecturer at Lorient who reveals 
the full story of the desert.} 

There were also a De. Henri, 
three noncoms, and 700 nntive men 
and women, 

To Be Recalled. 
General Joalland is quoted by 
‘the “Intransigeant’ as. stating 
that Voulet ‘and Chanoine , wero 
guilty of needless cruelties. 

Mearing of this, the :Governor- 

" General sent a Col, Klobb and. a 
Licut. Meynier to relieve them of 
their commands. 
"When Klubb overtook 
Pedition, Voulet threatened him 
with death if he advanced... He 
took no. notice, und Voulet, yiving 
the order to fire, Klobb fell dead. 

Voulet then harangued the offi- 

‘ cers, suying he had caused Klobb to 
be killed because he (Voulet) had 
“resolved to found an-‘empire of 
the Sahara), * i 

“T have the troops,” cried. the 
self-appointed’ Emperor of: the 
Desert. ‘Iam my own master, are 
you with me ar against?” 

Lieut. (now General) Joalland 
asked for n' few hours to reflect,’ 
and next morning persuaded 30 
riflemen to desert with him. 

A Woman in the Case. | 

When Voulet made his proposals 
to the native non-coms., they de- 
cided to’ bolt. | Chanoine ran in 
their direction—whcther to, stop 
them or go with them is _ known 
—and was shot. 

Voulet took to the bush with a 
native woman but reappeared after 

_ the troops had been reformed: by 
Joalland and Meynier. and was 
shot dead by a sentry who said 
Voulet fired first, 

The' War Minister at the time, 
whose resignation arose from the 
half-told scandal ‘of 1899, was 
General Chanoine, father of the 
otficer who-was shot in the desert.

LONDON’S GROWTH. 


ADDS TO ITSELF A TOWN EVERY 


‘ 


Few Londoners realise how far 
their city has spread into the aur- 
rounding counties since that time 
in 1904 when the L.C.C, stimulated 
bailding. in Outer London by in- 
stituting cheap fares on the trams 
to reducé the congestion of living 
in the centre. 

It has been stated: officially that 
London adds to itself a town of the 
size of Brighton and Hove every 
year, and another vivid illustration 
of London's endless growth is 
afforded by the fact that the num. 
ber of L.C.C. school children is de- 
creasing in the centre of London, 
and there is even talk of selling the 
school’s sites in some districts. And 
this in spite’of the fact that the 
total population of the administra- 
tive county of London is constantly 
increasing. 

At the beginning of this century 


.the L.C.C, horse tram terminus was

JOHN BULL’ AND HIS LIFE AT 
sa - HOME, 


ILLUSIONS SHATTERED. 


London, June 121. 

John Bull zu Hause, by Carl 
Silex,’ (Leipzig: Verlag E. A. 
Seemann, 7m.) 

Dr, Carl Silex, who has been the 
Lomton correspondent | of. the 
Deutszh Algemeine ‘Zeitung for 
some ‘years, has «written a. book 
called “John Bull zu Hause.” The 
full title may sound ambitious, 
but the author has faithfully 
fulfilled its promise. It: 
translated: “John Bull at home; 
how -he  lives,, amuses himself, 
dresses; what he learns, becomes, 
does, _eurns, spends Season, 
Sport, Society.” ‘ . 

This is a book ' written primari- 
ly to sweep the minds of Dr. 
Silex's countrymen clear: of a 
score of popular Continental 
iusions “and legends about the 
British and to substitute some- 
thing of the truth, gocd and bad. 
The author explains how, after 
living some time in Britain, he 
discovered that Germans paying 
short visits are disappointed In 
nearly everything. They find 
little of what they had: been 
taught to expect, and take for 
genuine characteristics a few 
misleading surface impressions 
gained within narrow limits, These 
innocently exasperating visitors 
from Germiny are unable to see, as 
the observant and impressionable 
resident foreigner may gradually 
come to see and appreciate, the real 
values in Great Britain, the things 
which to the British are beautiful 
or comfortable, the things that are 
deep-rooted and count. Dr. Silex, 
whose powers of observation arc as 
shrewd as his sympathies are keen, 
has produced: a book which can be 
read with profit, not only by the 
misinformed Continental, but also 
by the often equally—if differently 
—misinformed or uneonscious 
Briton. ‘ 

The author’s method 
times, perhaps, a trifle ruthless; 
a tendency _ to . bright cynicism 
runs away with him on occasions 
and leads him into exaggeration. 
But that happens rarely, and he 
does not spare his own’ country 
when comparisons tell against it. 
What Dr. Silex, observes about the 
less amiable or, more absurd. traits 
of thesBritish character and: Bri- 
tish customs is very much what the 
returned British exile often thinks: 
and sometimes says, and there ap- 
pears to underlie it the same affec- 
tion, a3 well as a deep admiration 
for ingeniously defined qualities and 
a genuine regret at the passing of 
certain national characteristics 
under the influence of post-War de- 
velopmenta, 

Space forbids following Dr. Silex, 
along all the highways and byways 
of British life, public and private, 
He warns Continental visitors, with 
suitable illustrations and the neces- 
sary Introduction to D.O,R.A., not 
to expect “amusements” in the 
Continental sense, and describes 
with insight, and appreciation the 
things that count: Boat Race’ Day, 
Derby Day,.the Cup Final, cricket 
at Lord’s and on‘the village green. 
His diary of 2 Senson—it wus most- 
ly the 1928. Season, but, as he ex- 
plains, the laws of the Season, 
though unwritten, are immutable— 
is full of whimsical yet as a rule [n- 
controvertible comments, and‘ he 
completes the year by way of 
“Scotland calling” in August to a 
gallant effort at translating “Auld 
Lang Syne.” The chapter on dress. 
especially the’ Briton’s beloved 
uniform, grey flannel trousers with- 
out a crease, is excellent fooling, but 
nevertheless "an accurate enough 
guide for the. foreigner bad 
preconceived notions, 

After Dr. Silex’s chapter on 
“Society” nd German newspaper 
should evar again be guilty . of 
“Sir Chamberlain.” - He Jenves 
Kittle intact of+ the, Continental 
idea of the relatively highly’ paid 
British official.

Soviet penetration in ‘Arabia is 
the subject of an article by 
Besaedowsky, former Counsellor of 
the Soviet Embassy in Paris, whose 
disclosure of Bolsheviat intrigue is 
being published in serial by the 
Matin: y 

Bessedowsky describes how in 
1928 Khassau Anis paid a visit to 
the Rue.de Grenelle to arrange a 
commercial treaty between Russia 
and the Government of the Yemen. 
The Yemen's chief need was, war 
material and aeroplanes to protect 
‘itself against the neighbouring 
kingdom of the Hedjaz. , 

The country was particularly 
anxious to be supplied with up-to- 
date armaments, and, as Moscow 
promised the ~ most modern 
technique, a treaty. was even- 
tually concluded by which a 
technical misston : was to visit 
the Yemen with the  osten- 
sible . purpdse.. of “modernis- 
ing" it, Ita real object, according 
to Hessedowsky, was to work for 
the Komintern. 

Intriguing in Palestine 

The chief of the mission, named 
Astakhoft, a former secretary of the 
Soviet Embassy in Tokyo,\ was 
charged with sowing Communist 
propaganda in Arabia in the form 
of anti-British agitation. In 
Transjordania alone,. the’ writer de- 
clires, Astakhoff spent 20.000 
dollars (£4,000) on the revolu- 
tionary movement. In Palestine 
he was directed to work against the 
“English and the Zionist agency 
organ of British Imperialism.” 

After a profitable stay in Pales- 
tine... according to the article, 
Astukhoff continued his journey and 
eventually arrived at Sana, the 
capltal of the Yemen, where .he was 
successful in ‘woncluding a com. 
mercial treaty. A Soviet com- 
mercial representative was nppoint- 
ed nominally _ to provide the 
economic . liaison between the 
Soviets and the Yemen, but whose 
teal job, needless to ‘say, was, and 
still is, to further the revolutionary 
cause in Arabin. , 

The arrangement was kept secret 
for fear of reactions in. Britain, 
and the editor of a Moscow paper 
who published the news under 
headlines, is now serving five 
years’. imprisonment in Solvoetsk

BEAUTIFUL SCOTIA. 


DUKE OFFERS LAND INSTEAD OF 
DEATH DUTIES. 


* The, offer of the Duke of 
Montrose to supply Government 
with land instead of money as 
death duties has excited some at- 
tention because the land in ques- 
‘tion comprises some of the most 
beautifu® as well as the beat, 
agricultural, land in Scotland. 

The islands of Loch Lomond, Ben 
Lomond and Inversnaid, which are 
among the property to be disposed 
of, have long ‘been open to the 
public, and the Duke, who em- 
phasises that he is forced to sell 
merely in order ‘to raise money to 
provide for death duties, fears 
that this historical and beautiful 
part of Scotland will be sacrificed 
to' the jerrybuilder. 

He suggests that if the offer 
cannot ‘be accepted, the death 
duties should be cancelled to the 
full value of the estate, and it 
should be left in his hands on his 
undertaking not to sell,. or build 
upon, or develop it in any pre- 
judicial way, . 

Sympathy has been expressed ‘by 
the Chancellor: of the Exchequer, 
but the Duke's offer has not béen 
accepted.” 

‘The Duke’ has ‘recelved offers 
from America, Canada, and Aus- 
tralia.’

A DESERT. - 


Definite Pranpnintacnait 
by Scientists. 


SLUR VEGETATION. 


Johannesburg, May 21. 

‘The great Kalahari Desert is not 
a desert, and it is time for this 
century-old mistake, ' endorsed *by 
modern geographers, to be refuted 
once and for all. 

This definite - pronouncement is 
the first to reach civilisation from 
the Vernay-Lang expedition of 
fourteen scientists who are now 
engaged on the most exhaustive 
survey of the Kalahari ever under- 
taken, 

They have made the complete 
crossing from Gaberones, on the 
Mafeking-Rhodesia main line, ‘to 
Ghanzi, on the western fringe, and 
are now pushing further north. 
Among other taska they are en- 
deavouring to compile a complete 
collection of every living thing en- 
countered in the Kalahari for the 
British. Museum and other world 
institutions, ; 

A Grassy Plain. 

On the route so far traversed, the 
Kalahari, instead of the commonly 
accepted idea of a desert, presents 
chiefly no grassy plain, in which 
busheg and trees are often more or 
less thickly scattered. The ¢x- 
cessively porous nature of the sandy 
soil allows the entire rainfall, which 
is probably greater than is generally 
assumed, to be so rapidly absorbed 
that extensive accumulation of water 
is only possible in a few Isolated 
pans. The rain absorbed in the 
fine, sandy soil is thus'retained for 
a considerable time. 

"This practical storage of water, 
unavailable to, man, results in rela- 
tively luxurfiint vegetation that 
nbolishes the appearance’ of ren) 
desert conditions. In certain locali- 
ties it furnishes ‘abundant fodder 
for game. ; ‘ . 

Far from being’ the cradle of 
mankind, as has been sometimes 
suggested, the Kalahari constitutes, 


an enormous basin of about 600,000 . 


square miles, forming the greatest 
accumulation of wind blown sand in 
‘the world. Flora and fauna now 
existing in the Kalahari are defin- 
itely immigrants of comparatively 
recent times and are closely rented 
to, those living in adjacent terri- 
tories. 

Man also, it is concluded, has in- 
vaded' the Kalahari in relatively re- 
‘ cent times, having taken to the sy 
ag an excellent refuge.
